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The  Pulpit  and  the  Pew.

The  relation  of  the  pew  to  the  pulpit,  and 
of  the  pulpit  to  the  pew,  are  questions  of 
vital  interest  to  the  Kingdom  of  (tod.  How 
the  minister  shall  aet  in  relation  to  tjie 
church  of  which  he  is  pastor,  and  of  how  the 
church  shall  aet  in  their  obligations  io  tn<- 
pastor,  will  ever  be  fresh  and  interesting! 
considerations.  It  is  my  purpose  to  dis- 
cuss briefly  the  attitude  of  the  minister  to 
the  church  to  which  he  ministers.  There 
are  certain  characteristics  to  be  consTiTered 
in  the  Gospel  minister.  There  are  well  de 
fined  claims  which  the  church  has  upon  him ; 
of  right,  because  of  the  intimate  relation-' 
existing  between  them.  These  things  the  | 
true  pastor  must  recognize.  He  should  have 
but  one  theme  when  ministering  to  bis  peo  - 
ple. The  word  of  God  should  be  that  Upon 
which  his  mind  is  centered.  His  main  dis- 
cussions should  not  be  science  or  scientific j 
guesses;  neither  should  it  be  the  theories  orj 
the  demonstrations  of  philosophy;  neither 
should  it  be  the  passing  questions  of  the  day.j 
except  as  they  touch  and  illustrate  Gospel 
truth.  The  words  used  should  be  so  well 
chosen  as  to  enforce  the  truth  to  be  urged  j 
Sometimes  the  simplest  statement  of  truth 
will  have  the  widest  influence.  At  the  ctoae 
of  an  evangelistic  service,  a timid  young 
woman  approached  a traveling  man  and  saiilj 
“Mr.  W.,  don’t  you  think  it  is  time  for! 
you  to  consider  this  matter?’'  She., did! 

not  wait  for  an  answer,  but  the  words  fas- 
tened upon  the  heart  of  Mr.  W.,  arid  he 
found  Christ  and  has  for  forty  years  beenj 
an  earnest  working  Christian.  . t 

The  words  of  Socrates  are  ■ laden  withj 
splendid  philosophy;  the  word*  of  Demos! 
thenes  are  rich  in  rhetorical  beauty;  th<j 
words  of  Shakespeare  sparkle  like  so  many, 
gems  under  his  poetic  touch;  the  words  of 
Milton  inspire  thought,  but  the  words-  of, 
Jesus  impart  spirit  and  life,  so  that  all  tha 
others  can  be  interpreted  by  means  of  H if 
Utterances.  It  is  the  work  of  the  preach? 
er  to  interpret  every  thing  in  the  light  of  th| 
words  of  Jesus.  The  true  minister  haj 
but  one  aim,  that  the  word  of  God  may  have 
free  course  and  be  glorified.  It  is  to  build 
up  the  saint  and  to  lead  sinners  to  ( nn-t. 

His  aim  should  not  be  to  make  a display  ojf 
himself,  neither  is  it  for  the  purpose  of  Cdti 
troversy.  In  short,  his  aim  should  not  bit 
to  use  the  gospel  as  a ladder  for  jw-rsoriul 
aehievement. 

Then  there  is  a personal  relation  of  t hi* 
pastor  to  the  church  which  he  serve*.  * 
goes  without  enlargement  upon  it  that  lijp 
is  interested  in  the  largest  development  <jjf 
the  church.  He  should  be  a leader.  Ip 
him  it  belongs  to  plan  for  the  best  intet- 
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I ests  of  the  church.  He  can  see  the  needs 
as  no  other  member  can  possibly  see  tneni. 
j He  should  never  ask  another  to  do  that 
j which  he  himself  would  not  do.  The  gen- 
eral should  lead  his  army.  The  farmer 
should  lead  his  helpers.  The  pastor  should 
j never  drive;  he  should  not  be  a tyrant. 

He  should  be  perfectly  frank  with  the 
J church.  Nothing  should  be  withheld  that 
,|  the  church  should  know.  He  should  be  as 
. an  open  book  to  the  -h urch  in  things  of 
I church  interest. 

He  should  not  be  a fault-finder  hut  a 
builder.  He  should  always  speak  of  the 
good  things  of  the  church  and  do  his  be»t 
J to  strengthen  the  weak  places.  He  should 
i J never  sj>eak  publicly  of  his  trials,  neither 
.[  tell  how  much  he  gave  up  to  be  a minister. 

• If  a preacher  is  worthy  the  name,  he  realizes 
. that  by  Wing  in  the  ministry  he  ha*  gain- 
i ed  much.  Men  of  no  other  profession  or 

business  are  so  readily  received  into  the  very 
, best  society  as  are  ministers.  It  is  po«i- 
•!  tivclv  shameful  for  a minister  to  whine  about 
•j  how  much  he  gave  up  to  enter  the  minis* 

• try’  . . 

He  should  be  a visiting  pastor.  I do 

not  mean  a gossiping  loafter  but  a caller 
! where  gooil  can  be  done.  There  is  an  im- 
j menae  amount  of  stuff  about  a pastor  call- 
, ing.  Gadding  from  home  to  home  with 
J a few  words  of  chaffy  nothings  is  not  a 
I pastoral  visit.  The  true  pastor  goes  into 
.1  the  homes  of  the  sick  with  his  word*  of 
cheer,  or  the  homes  of  the  sorrowing  with 
j his  words  of  comfort  and  into  the  homes  of 
j the  pi hu  with  hi*  acts  of  kindness  and 
j helpfulness  or  into  the  homes  of  the  aged, 
J wheye  he  can  minister.  These  are  the 
[ things  thnt  a true  jiastor  does  and  these  are 
j the  things  that  count  for  something  in  pas- 
toral calling. 

The  pastor  should  W a cheerful  mart. 
[•  He  should  always  carry  with  him  a spirit  of 
joy  and  good  cheer.  He  should  scatter 
f.  sunshine  wherever  he  goes.  He  should  al- 
| ways  see  light  and  happiness  in  the  future 
: as  well  as  in  the  present.  lie  should  al- 

ways be  governed  by  hope  arfd  a confident 
1 spirit.  He  ' should  not  move  about  as 
1 though  walking  behind  a hearse.  There 
should  be  no  gloomy  notes  either  in  his  life 
or  sermons.

A Strenuous  Situation. 

It  is  just  one  month  before  the  dooks  ol 
our  Foreign  Mission  Board  must  close  for 
this  Convention  year.  The  reports  coming 
in  from  the  Foreign  Fields  are  glorious.  They 
show  that  God  has  greatly  blessed  our  work 
and  over  three  thousand  have  been  baptize  ! 
in  our  missions.  We  have  appointed  dur- 
ing the  year  thirty  new  missionaries.  The 
work  in  other  respects  has  been  enlarged. 
As  we  come  now  to  within  a month  of  the 
closing  of  the  Convention  year,  we  find 
that  it  will  take  about  three  hundred  and 
fifty-five  thousand  dollars  to  pay  all  of  our 
obligations  by  May  1st.  Last,  year  in  the 
same  time  we  received  two  hundred  and 
eighty  thousand  dollars.  This  shows  that 
we  must  make  an  increase  in  April  of  over 
25  per  cent  if  we  get  out  of  debt.  The 
Board  has  never  faced  such  a large  indebt- 
edness before.  Our  people  do  not  seem  to 
be  cognizant  of  the  strenuous  condition  of 
our  foreign  mission  work.  Our  Foreign 
Mission  Board  hns  closed  so  many  times 
without  debt  in  recent  years  that  now  many 
of  our  brethren  do  not  seem  to  think  that 
they  need  have  special  concern  about  this 
work.  If  we  close  with  a heavy  debt,  it 
means  that  our  work  so  prospered  of  God. 
will  be  greatly  set  back.  The  Board  will 
not  be  able  to  send  out  new  missionaries 
who  are  very  greatly  needed  at  the  front. 
We  will  not  be  able  to  furnish  much  needed 
equipment  for  our  noble  self-sacrificing 
workers.  Retrenchment  instead  of  en- 
largement will  have  to  be  our  policy.  Me

The  Hospital  Idea. 

N.  W,  P.  Bacon. 

I thank  God  that  1 have  lived  to  see  the 
idea  of  another  great  work  forming  in  the 
Baptist  mind.  It  is  beginning  to  dawn  up 
on  us  that  we  are  under  some  sort  of  obli- 
gation to  the  sick  and  the  suffering  m the 
homeland.  It  will  he  sometime  yet.  how- 
ever, before  some  of  our  brethren  rau  get 
their  eyes  this  side  of  a foreign  land,  or  to 
bring  them  down  from  the  ethereal  blue  and 
get  their  vision  so  adjusted  as  to  enable 
them  to  see  a suffering  fellow-creature  at 
their  own  doors.  In  our  fascination  for 
things  more  remote,  we  have  only  lately 
been  able  to  hear  the  cry  of  the  orphan  in 
the  next  street,  and  have  hut  recently  begun 
to  visit  the  “fatherless  in  their  affliction.” 
It  will  take  time  yet  for  some  brethren  to 
detect  the  inconsistency  in  sending  a sick 
missionary  to  a Catholic  hospital  who  had 
but  lately  been  sent  to  convert  the  Catho- 
lics from  the  error  of  their  way.  I now- 
have  hope  that  we  shall  yet  learn  that  while 
we  are  spending  tens  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars to  make  a few — a very  few  Baptists  out 
of  Catholics,  these  Catholics  aforesaid  find 
it  necessary  to  spend  a few  dollars  (com- 
paratively) to  make  many  Baptists  into 
Catholics.  They  have  learned  a wiser  and 
more  effective  way  of  proselyting.  They 
have  learned  that  no  man  is  ever  quite  so 
susceptible  to  religious  influence  as  when 
being  nursed  in  sickness.  A tender  touch, 
a deed  of  kindness,  a word  of  sympathy, 
then,  leaves  an  impression  not  soon  forgot- 
ten. 

To  reach  the  souls  of  men  and  influence 
them  to  trust  in  Jesus,  is  the’  most  impor- 
tant work  that  could  engage  the  human 
mind,  the  highest  possible  form  of  mortal 
endeavor,  hut  after  a -man’s  soul  has  been 
saved,  an-  we  under  no  sort  of  obligation 
to  his  body?  That  redeemed  soul  will  need 
the  body  for  a while,  and  surely  Some  pro' 
vision  should  he  made  t°  care  for  that  body 
in  ease  of  siekness  or  accident.  Is  it  not 
si  range  that  in  our  zeal  to  rare  for  the  spir- 
itual we' should  almost  wholly  forget  to  ad- 
minister to  the  physical?  And  yet  every 
act -of  kindness  mentioned  with  commenda- 
tion by  Jesus  in  the  judgment  as  recorded 
in  the  25th  Chapter  of  Matthew,  verse  31, 
was  shown  to  the  physical  man. 

We  have  not  discharged  our  whole  duty 
when  we  have  sent  the  gospel  to  the  hea- 
then. If  every  heathen  this  side  of  the 
fctare  should  be  converted  through  our 
agency,  we  would  not  then  have  discharged 
our  duty  to  our  fellow  man.  As  long  a* 
there  remains  a sufferer  in  our  own  land, 
for  whose  comfort  and  care  no  prevision 
has  been  made,  our  whole  duty  has  not  been 
performed.  It  is  a striking  fact  that  the 
only  man  Jesus  ever  told  any  one  to  do 
like,  was  a Samaritan  who  had  just  helped 
a wounded  traveler.  Some  Baptist  en- 
thusiasts need  to  learn  that  one  may  have 


a neighbor  in  America  as  well  as  in  Asia 
or  Africa  Not  less  to  fhc  foreign  neigh- 
bor of  course,  but  show  some  little  atten- 
tion at  least  to  the  suffering  neighbor  at 
home.  - To  me  it  is  a significant  fact  that 
of  the  thirty-«ix  recorded  miracles  of  our 
Lord,  twenty-three  were  miracles  of  heal* 
ing.  Those  who  think  (and  some  evidently 
do)  thst  the  chief  “end  of  man”  is  to  con- 
tribute to  FVirrign  and  Home  Missions  needs 
to  study  the  life  of  Jesus  hn  outlined  in  the 
four  gospel*. 

I believe  the  day  ia  even  now  dawning 
when  the  care  of  the  afflicted,  the  aick  and 
suffering  will  lie  as  much  a part  of  ou<  . eg. 
ular  work  as  Missions  at  home  or  abroad,  or 
our  own  Orphanage  work. 

God,  graciously  grant  it ! One  can  but 
wonder  why  we  have  neglected  the  suffering 
at  home  so  long. 

God’s  best  benisons  be  upon  our  newest 
enterprise— our  Hospital  at  Jackson 1'Uod’s 
choicest  benedictions  l*e  upon  our  great  hos- 
pital in  Memphis — the  great  Baptist  Mem- 
orial Hospital!

It  seem*  to  me  that  so  much 
would  be  eliminated  from  the  Bible,  or  ig- 
nored, that  a new  denomination  would  have 
to  be  - organized  for  the  special  benefit  of 
those  who  accepted  it-  (The  new  Litera- 
ture.). It  is  clear  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  get  up  literature  that  would  teach 
the  doctrines  of  all  at  the  same  time,  or  in 
tlie  same  h^sgu.  It  would  lie  too  confusing. 
For  instance,  to  teach  the  doctrine  of  believ- 
ers' baptism  in  the  same  book.  Likewise, 
to  teach  an  act  in  baptism  to  meet  the  de- 
mand* of  all  would  lx*  bewildering,  so  nap- 
tism  could  not  be  taught  at  all,  and  so  on 
and  s«  forth. 

Indeed,  “can  two  walk  together  except 

they  be  agreed?” 

Baptists  arc  invited  Jo  attend  these  Con- 
ventions; therefore,  suppose  that  Brother 
Barton  should  go  and  taking  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  offered,  show  the  unscrip- 
turalnessof  infant  baptism,  or  Brother  Ball 
should  defend  the  Baptist  view  of  baptism, 
or  Brother.

A young  man  will  riot  around  town  all 
night  full  of  whiskey  and  the  devil  squan- 
dering hard  earned  money,  ruining  his 
physical  and  intellectual  health,  his  imputa- 
tion and  his  character,  breaking  his  moth- 
er’s heart  and  getting  his  head  broken,  and 
call  that  having  a good  time, 
i In  the  midst  of  the  feast  the  danciing,  de- 
mon-hearted daughter  of  Herodias  pleased 
and  charmed  the  blood-thirsty  Herod,  May 
I dance!  Yes,  when  you  are  so  happy  that 
you  cannot  help  it.  The  dances  spoken  of 
in  the  Old  Testament  was  an  expression  of 
religious  joy.  When  Israel  emergen  irom

It  is  sometimes  said  that  lancing  is 
a healthful  exercise,  but  it  the  I'm*  " 
makes  that  statement  would  more  <*Wly  ob- 
serve the  young  lady  the  next  day  after  ne 
dance  and  sec  that  exhausted  look,  and  coub 
onlv  know  about  that  dreadful  headache 
they  would  know  that  the  daneef  had  not 
been  helped  or  invigorated  by  the  exercise. 
Never  caress  a mad  dog  because  of  its  silk 
en  hair;  never  pet  a murderer  [because  o 
his  taste  in  dress;  and  just  because  you  en- 
joy dancing,  is  no  argument  hr  i • 
vou  sav  “I  don’t  see  any  ban*  w danc- 
ing  ” The  Mormon  doesn’t  see  any  harm 
in  having  several  wives,  and  the  gambler 
doesn’t  see  any  harm  in  gambling; 
drunkard  sees  no  harm  in  takiti-  •» 

It  all  depends  upon  what  class  jyou  belong 
to.  If  dancing  is  such  a graceful  art,  then 
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the  devil  by  the  art  of  his  grace  has  paced  j 
many  helpless  creatures  to  their  ruin,  and  [ 
if  dancing  is  such  an  innocent  pastime,  it  j 
is  unfortunate  that  it  is  the  favorite  amuse- 
ment in  houses  of  prostitution.  Ninety  j*er  i 
cent  of  the  fallen  women  started  on  their  . 
downward  course  from  the  ball-room.  The 
church  member  who  has  uo  more  res|>eot  for  . 
his  church  and  its  rules  than  to  violate  them  j 
by  dancing,  is  saying  by  his  conduct:  “the  | 
rules  of  my  church  arc  of  little  consequence  i 
to  me;  the  pleasures  of  dancing  are  more  j 
desirable  to  me  than  my  church.’’  The  j 
dancing  church  member  is  saying  by  his  , 
cqnduct,  “I  don’t  care  what  my  church  I 
stands  for;  I have  little  regard  for  its  mica;  ] 
I ignore  its  teachings;  I despise  its  restraint 
and  the  dance  has  more  charm  for  me  than 
the  church  and  its  teachings."  John  the 
Baptist  is  murdered  because  somebody  had 
been  charmed  hy  the  dance.  The  dance 
always  results  in  murder.  It  kills  your 
Christian  joy.  A professional  dancer  is 
not  a joyous  (’hristian.  It  kills  your  in- 
fluence for  good. 

I recently  spoke  to  a young  man  almut 
becoming  a Christian  and  he  immediately 
pointed  put  a young  lady  in  my  churen  who 
had  danced  a few  nights  before  ana  sa»<i 
“I  want  to  know  if  that  is  the  kind  of  ma- 
terial your  church  is  turning  out,  and  does 
your  church  stand  for  that  sort  of  stuff! 

It  kills  your  usefulness,  zeal  and  conse- 
cration. If  a church  is  made  up  of  danc- 
ing members,  they  will  kill  the  church. 

The  dance  means  murder,  murdered  hopes, 
blighted  ambitions  and  thwarted  pur- 
tKises.

bond  issue  to  be  iu  proportion  to 
those  which  have  been  authorized 
for  the  Reclamation  Service  in  its 
work  of  watering  western  arid 
lands,  there  being  over  fifty  mil- 
lion dollars  available  in  these 
funds.
